Energy crisis not so critical? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
President’s top economic adviser 
said today the country may be 
somewhat better off in energy than 
predicted. 
Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, told 
a subcommittee of Congress’ Joint 
Economic 
Committee 
that 
the 
administration would amend its 
estimates in a few days. 
“The calculations which we at the 
Council of Economic Advisers have 
made about the economic impact of 


the shortage are based on estimates 
available last week,’’ Stein said. 
“In the last few days there has 
been some information suggesting 
that the shortage may be smaller 
than we have thought. 
“If so, that would certainly be 
good news and would call for some 
revision of the estimates. 
Some oil industry officials are 
said to have estimated the oil 
shortage this winter at considerably 
less than the administration has 
estimated. 


However, a top spokesman for the 
industry 
warned 
today 
that 
whatever 
the 
severity 
of 
the 
shortage, it will not end when winter 
is over. 
Frank N. Ikard, president of the 
American 
Petroleum 
Institute, 
predicted the United States will be 
short of fuel “this winter, next 
winter and the winter after that.’’ 
“We are going to have to go on an 
energy diet... The party is over, and 
there won’t be another for a long, 
long time,” Ikard said. 


Both public and private officials 
stressed that shortages would not 
end when Arab oil begins to flow to 
the United States again. Saudi 
Arabia’s oil minister suggested that 
the embargo on U. S. oil could end 
within a month. 
—William E. Simon, the nation’s 
energy chief, said in a statement 
that Americans may use indoor 
Christmas tree lights this holiday 
season, but ornamental lighting of 
private 
residences 
as well 
as 
commercial lighting is banned.

blast administration

Foes of Santa Barbara Channel oil 
drilling bitterly flayed the Nixon 
administration Monday along with 
the oil companies after hearing of 
reports from Washington that the 
Interior Department is prepared to 
issue exploratory drilling permits 
on 35 federal leases previously 
slated to be an oil-free sanctuary. 
At the same time, Santa Barbara 
city and county officials, along with 
leaders of GOO (Get Oil Out!) 
expressed concern that the State 
Lands Commission will take action 
today in Sacramento to lift the 
moratorium on drilling in the state 
tidelands in the channel. 
County 
Supervisor James M. 
Slater was designated to present the 
opposition of the County Board of 
Supervisors to renewed drilling in 
the 
state tidelands. 
Supervisor 
Curtis Tunnell, an advocate of 
offshore oil drilling in this area, 
voted against having Slater as the 
county spokesman. 
He claimed 
taxpayers were having to make up 
loss of assessed valuation caused by 
the moratorium. 
The State Lands Commission staff 
has 
recommended 
that 
the 
moratorium, imposed after the 


disastrous Union Oil Co. spill in 
federal waters in 1969, be lifted 
Gov. Reagan has said he feels oil 
drilling should be started up again in 
the state leaseholds. 
“We’ve been done in!” exclaimed 
Alvin C. Weingand, of Montecito, 
chairman of the board of GOO. The 
ex-state 
senator 
from 
Santa 
Barbara County called the Interior 
Department’s 
plan 
to 
award 
exploratory permits for the deep 
water areas of the channel “utterly 
absurd.” 
He 
said 
“ environmental 
considerations are being dumped in 
this hysterical mood created by the 
oil companies." 
Santa Barbara attorney Frank 
Sarguis, GOO president, said he felt 
the Interior Department and the 
State Lands Commission staff were 
both “irresponsible” in seeking to 
push for renewed oil drilling in the 
channel. 
GOO 
officials 
along 
with 
environmentally-inclined 
Santa 
Barbara city and county authorities 
that the oil industry hasn’t improved 
its technology in harnessing oil 
spills appreciably since the 1969 oil 
eruption. 
Santa Barbara City Attorney A. 
Barry Cappello said “we will be 
greatly disappointed unless the 
(federal government) goes through

Recommendations for rezoning on 
14 parcels received the blessing of 
Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night — several of them over 
strenuous objections of property 
owners. 
Atty. Terrill F. Cox spoke on 
behalf of the property owners and 
against the proposed rezoning to 
open OA, open area, on about 20 
acres located on the east side of H 
Street, north of Central Avenue. 
Some of the area is presently 
zoned C-2-R, central business, and 
some, RA, residential agriculture. 
Cox said the rezoning, really, 
“ down-zoning,” 
was 
“ harsh 
treatment for people who’ve paid 
quite a bit of money for property 
because it has a certain zone.” 
He produced a letter written by 
the city’s administrative officer in 
1966 indicating the property was 
annexed at the city’s request and 
that the “clients” had expressed a 
desire to delay annexation “until

proceedings are sufficiently far 
enough along to assure them that 
the 
city’s 
zoning 
is 
to their 
satisfaction.” 
George Hillin opposed proposed 
rezoning 
of three 
parcels 
surrounding R Street and Walnut 
Avenue. He charged the proposals 
posed a threat to a proposed Elks 
Lodge development on the northeast 
comer of the intersection of Walnut 
Avenue and R Street. 
That 
threat was 
denied 
by 
community development director A1 
Autry, 
and some 
of 
the 
commissioners, but they could not 
give Hillin absolute assurance that 
the Elks’ proposal is guaranteed 
city approval pending submission of 
a specific request. 
Hillin produced a petition with 100 
opponents of the proposed rezoning. 
After listening to the protests, the 
commission sent the list along to the 
City Council.

Any oil formations found 
should be kept in reserve, he said. 
Levine was authorized Monday to 
go to Tucson, Ariz. to argue merits 
of a motion before Federal District 
Court Judge Ray Me Nichols in the 
$500 million law suit filed by Santa 
Barbara city and county, the state 
and the city of Carpinteria against 
oil companies. 
The cities, county and state are 
attempting to get the oil companies 
to reimburse them for tax losses 
suffered as a result of the 1969 spill. 


LFT wants 
34 per cent 
increases 


The newly formed and trade-union 
oriented Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers today was to submit a 
salary 
and 
education 
package 
calling for as much as 34 per cent in 
salary increases. 
A copy of the demands was to be 
handed to the school board this 
afternoon during a regular meeting 
of the district’s governing body. 
The LFT, which qualified for one 
seat on the Certificated Employe 
Council recently by virtue of gaining 
about 50 members, asks for a 25 per 
cent increase in starting salaries 
from the present $7,987 to $10,003; 
and an increase of about 34 per cent 
in the top salary, from the present 
$14,868 to $20,000. 
The LFT also asks for other 
concessions including a five period 
day at the elementary level; an 
increase in substitute teacher’s 
salary to $34 a day; and an increase 
to $8.75 an hour from $6.50 for a 
va rie ty 
of 
c o -c u r ric u la r 
assignments. 
The list of demands was judged to 
be separate from the action of the 
CEC which is presently negotiating 
with school board representatives.

Cutback in electricity 
may change way of life

While fuel allocation measures 
will probably force the city to pay 
two to three times more for 
petroleum fuels and lubricants, 
curtailments in city electricity 
usage, voluntary or mandatory, will 
cost the city thousands and visibly 
change Lompoc’s way of life. 
It will cost Lompoc $50,000 to 
comply with a requested voluntary 
10 per cent cut 
in city-wide 
electricity usage, 
reported city 
administrator Gene Wahlers. The 
city makes $500,000 yearly from 
electricity sales over its own 
distribution system, 
its largest 
single revenue source ahead of sales 
and property tax. The lost $50,000 
will impact on the city’s general 
fund. 
Complying with the 10 per cent 
cut, requested by the California 
Public Utilities Commission and 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co., will 
probably 
mean 
dousing 
every 
second street light on H Street and 
Ocean Avenue, banning Christmas 
street lighting all together, cutting 
way back on interior and exterior 
business and sign lighting and 
perhaps outlawing night meetings at 
city hall. 
Should 
either 
the 
voluntary 
program or PG&E’s supply of 


electricity fall short, then, Wahlers 
advanced, the city will be ready 
with an emergency plan which 
might include a four day city work 
week, 
limitation 
on 
hours 
of 
business operation in town and other 
mandatory measures. 
Wahlers 
added 
that 
critical 
shortages — on occasions in which 
PG&E just can’t supply the power 
that Lompoc ans are using — would 
also set up rolling blackouts in 
which each substation in the city 
electrical 
network 
would 
be 
powerless for a scheduled period of 
time, leaving a section of the city 
dark 
and 
throwing 
essential 
community facilities like the police 
and fire stations, city hall and 
Lompoc District Hospital back on 
emergency generator power. City 
staffers were still at work on the 
emergency electricity allocation 
plan today.

County Grand Jury resolution calling for 
the board to reconsider without delay its 
decision calling for a 69 percent pay boost. 


- Former Supervisor Joe J. Callahan, a 
member of the grand jury, vainly sought to 
have the supervisors agree to allow the 
grand jury to recommend a new pay level 


for the five board members. Callahan

to

comparable counties as being far below the

increase, didn t get support from any of his

Rockefeller 
to resign 
as governor

Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
announced 
today 
he 
is 
resigning in a move that 
most 
political 
observers 
viewed as a prelude to a 
quest

1976 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination. 
The governor, however, 
denied 
he 
was 
actively 
seeking 
the 
presidency. 
However, he left dangling 
any decision on seeking the 
GOP nomination by saying 
it would be late 1975 before 
he made up his mind 
Rockefeller said he will 
step down Dec. 18 and Lt. 
Gov Malcolm Wilson would 
be sworn in the same day. 
Rockefeller, just 20 days 
short of completing 15 years 
in office as chief executive 
of one of the nation's largest 
states, made the resignation 
announcement at a packed 
news 
conference 
in 
the 
ornate Red Room of the 
Capitol. 
He said his resignation 
would allow him to devote 
full time to two national 
Commissions 
aimed 
at 
solving some of the nation's 
pressing problems. 
The resignation of the na­ 
tion’s longest tenured and 
wealthiest governor from 
the $85,00(Fa-year post had 
been in the wind for several 
months. 


Syria reports more 
tank duels with Israel 


United Press International 
Syria reported more tank duels with 
Israeli forces on the Golan Heights today, 
and there were reports of increasingly 
serious Synan-Israeli political differences 
even 
before the 
Middle East peace 
conference can begin in Geneva on Dec. 18 
Egypt and Israel raised the possibility of 
progress toward troop pullbacks along the 
Suez Canal as a first step toward a 
permanent peace even though there has 
been a rash of cease-fire violations along 
the canal in recent days. 
A 
Syrian 
m ilitary 
spokesman 
in 
Damascus said today’s fighting began 
when Israeli engineers began work in an 
attempt “ to change the features of the 
terrain.” He said Syrian forces opened 
tank fire and destroyed some Israeli equip 
ment. After that, he said, there was a two- 
hour exchange of tank fire He reported no 
Syrian losses and said there were 12 to 15 
Israeli casualties. 
It was the second frontier clash in two 


days and the fourth this month. 
Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 
told the Israeli Parliament Monday that 
Israel would not sit at a peace table with 
Syria without a list of war prisoners held 
by Damascus, a list the Syrians have 
refused to provide. 


Despite the Israeli-Syrian differences, 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat met 
Syrian President Hafez Assad today in 
Cairo to prepare common ground for 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
impending visit and the projected Geneva 
conference. 
Kissinger is scheduled to arrive in Cairo 
Thursday at the start of a tour of Arab 
capitals to prepare the way for the Geneva 
conference. Egypt and Syria were the two 
main Arab protagonists in the 18-day 
October war against Israel. 
After visiting Cairo and the Saudi 
Arabian capital of Riyadh. Kissinger is due 
to visit Damascus Saturday. 


House okays trade reform bill 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The House 
today approved a major trade reform bill 
expanding President Nixon’s power to 
negotiate world agreements but banning 
U.S. loans to the Soviet Union until Jews 
and other minorities are allowed to leave 
Russia freely. 
The vote was 272 to 140 
The credit ban was attached to a 
landmark trade reform bill which also 
allows Nixon to lower tariffs on Soviet 
goods through granting of “ most favored 


nation” 
trade status, 
but only after 


certifying to Congress that Moscow was 
allowing free emigration. 
The bill now goes to the Senate. 
The anti-Soviet amendments, sponsored 
by Rep. Charles Vanik, D-Oh\o, in the 
House and Sen Henry M. Jackson D-Wash., 
in the Senate, were regarded by some 
administration officials as an embarrass­ 
ing slap at the Soviets that could harm 
U.S.-Soviet detente 
Vanik said passage of the bill “ will be a 
reminder to the whole world that America 
is still the hope of free men everywhere.” 


Morton to clear way for drilling 
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WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- 
Interior 
Secretary Rogers C. B. Morton is expected 
to clear the way soon for additional drilling 
for oil and gas production in the Santa 
Barbara Channel off the California coast, 
according to government sources. 


An Interior Department official said the 
expected action is an outgrowth of the need 
to develop new sources of fuel because of 
the energy shortage. 
Morton 
is 
expected 
to 
approve 
exploratory drilling on 35 leases held by 
several oil companies, but will hold up 
permission for production drilling pending 


an Interior Department environmental 
impact study. 
A well blowout in 1969 caused a massive 
oil spill in the Santa Barbara Channel, 
fouling the beaches with oil and causing a 
heavy kill of marine life and birds. The 
government suspended production and 
drilling at the time, and since then there 
has been only limited production from 
existing wells. 
Morton is expected to decide within three 
weeks whether to allow Exxon Corp. to 
conduct developmental drilling and pro­ 
duction in the Santa Ynez area of the 
channel.

NASA 
is 
preparing 
to 
launch 
a 
maneuverable unmanned spacecraft that 
will be linked through a sophisticated 
ground computer with scientists in widely 
scattered parts of the country in a global 
study of Earth s outer atmosphere 
Atmosphere Explorer C (AE-C) will be 
launched atop a Delta rocket from the 
Western Test Range, Vandenberg AFB 
about Dec. 13. 
Purpose of this and two subsequent 
missions in 1975 is to explore in detail an 
area from 120 to 300 kilometers (72 to 120 
miles) altitude where important energy 
transfer, atomic, and molecular processes 
and chemical reactions occur that are 
critical 
to the heat balance of the 
atmosphere. 
Up to now, this area has been probed a 
few minutes at a time by sounding rockets 
and only at widely separated points, mostly 
in the Western Hemisphere An extensive 
world wide investigation of this region will 
have a significant impact on the scientific 
community’s efforts to construct complete 
models of Earth’s outer environment, and 
will also add to our understanding of the 
complex 
energy-conversion 
processes 
which control this environment 
The main energy input to the atmosphere 
is known to come from the absorption of 
solar 
ultraviolet 
radiation, 
and 
a 
substantial portion comes from the solar 
wind (a mass of ionized gas flowing out of 
the Sun) interacting with the atmosphere 
in the polar regions 
An 
immediate consequence of 
this 
interaction can be seen in the aurae, whose 
bands of light consume more energy than is 
used by the entire United States. 
The magnitude and variability of this 
high latitude heat source which, during 
gemomagnetic storms causes world wide 
radio blackouts, is poorly understood. An 
important objective of this mission is to 
investigate 
these 
processes 
and 
mechanisms 


The 
spacecraft 
will 
also 
examine 
particle fluxes, airglow intensities, plasma 
densities, and temperatures and magnetic 
fields at the low altitudes where the energy 
dissipation occurs. 


These measurements will be used to 
assess the heat balance and 
energy 
conversion mechanisms, as well as the 
flow 
of 
heat 
or 
energy 
from 
one 
hemisphere to the other 


Atmosphere Explorer, to 
be called 
Explorer 51 after launch, will be placed in 
an initial polar orbit of 4,300 km (2,580 
miles) by 156 km (93 miles). Every few 
weeks, 
through 
use 
of 
an 
onboard 
propulsion system, its orbit will be changed 
by lowering perigee (lowest point) to the 
neighborhood of 120 km (72 m iles). 


It will be maintained there for several 
days of data gathering, and then boosted 
back to a* higher orbit by the onboard 
propulsion system. 


At the 120 km altitude, a spacecraft in a 
circular orbit would be pulled down by 
atmospheric drag and eventually destroyed 
by atmospheric friction. AE-C’s ellipitcal 
orbit circumvents this problem, although a 
substantial velocity change is required 
peridocially to offset apogee decay caused 
by the aerodynamic drag. 
After eight months, the orbit will be 
circularized and maintained at various 
altitudes between 300 and 600 kilometers 
(180 and 360 m iles) during the remainder of 
the mission. Design lifetime is in excess of 
one year.

Child support 
collections increase 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Child support collection in 
welfare cases increased by 11 per cent, or $19 million, 
during the 1972-73 fiscal year, reported State Social Welfare 
Director David B Swoap 
Swoap. in a statement submitted Monday to a joint 
meeting of the Assembly Welfare Committee and Ways and 
Means sub-Committee, said 24 per cent of the absent 
parents in welfare cases contributed to child support, 
compared with 15 per cent in 1969 
Total collections in 1972-73 reached $56 million, compared 
to $37 million in 1969. he said. 
Swoap attributed the increased collections to a program 
created by the 1971 welfare reform act which enables 
counties to retain 75 per cent of the non-federal share of 
welfare funds saved through the collection of child support. 
In other business, the committee heard conflicting tes­ 
timony concerning legislation that would allow employers 
to withhold the amount of child support payments from the 
paychecks of employes who fail to make payments on their 
own. 
The legislation would bring together the Franchise Tax 
Board and employers in a cooperative effort to withhold 
employe funds and then to turn the money over to a public 
agency The money would then be sent to the parent who 
has custody of the children.

No progress in food talks 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - No progress 
was made Monday during the first day of 
bargaining since food industry employes 
walked off their jobs last Monday against 
51 supermarket chains. 
Talks between management and the 
meatcutters' union were planned for today. 
Negotiations Monday, the first since 
Dec. 1. involved the Teamsters Union and 
the Food Employers Council. Further 
Dargaining between the two groups was not 
scheduled. 
Cost of living raises were reported to be 


the major obstacle to an agreement 
between the Food Employers Council and 
the Food and Drug Council, the labor 
group’s umbrella organization. 
Mediator Richard Hughes, who oversaw 
the talks with the Teamsters, said both 
sides claimed a lack of willingness by the 
other to bargain. 
A spokesman for the employers’ council 
said meaningful talks could not begin until 
the Teamsters “boil down their demands. ” 
Since the strike-lockout, most markets 
have remained open.

Extraordinary security measures —including arming of 
guards with submachine guns —were taken at London s 
Heathrow Airport prior to Kissinger’s arrival later today 
from Brussels where he attended North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) talks. 
Official U. S. sources said reports of a threat on Kissin­ 
ger’s life came from foreign intelligence sources. They 
refused to say how much validity the Secret Service 
attached to the reports, but noted that such threats could 


never be taken lightly. 
Neither the Secret Service nor the State Department 
would comment on the reported plot. 
Unusually heavy security measures were noted around 
Kissinger in Brussels, and he was not seen nearly as much 
in public as usual. 
In London, an airport security source said the airport 
guard was “bigger than anything laid on for President 
Nixon” during a short stop there in 1969 
Washington officials said the warning of a plot against 
Kissinger was received shortly before he left Saturday for 
his two-week tour of 11 European and Middle Last capitals, 
and security planning for the usually free-wheeling 
secretary was quickly intensified

not reached its destination 
of Venus and Mercury yet, 
but it has already excited 
scientists by picking up 
unexpected 
transmissions 
from a stellar body deep in 
outer space. 
T he 
t r a n s m i s s i o n s 
Mariner picked up were 
ultraviolet emissions and 
they came from a nebular 
cloud—an enormous mass of 
glowing gas-128 light years 
from 
Earth, 
scientists 
reported Monday. The emis­ 
sions showed hydrogen and 
helium originating in the 
nebula, known as the Gum 
Nebula, 
never 
before 
measured. 
Dr. A. Lyle Broadfoot, 
principal 
investigator 
of 
ultraviolet 
spectroscopy, 
said it was too early to 
evaluate the significance of 
the measurements, but he 
said they indicate “there is 
apparently less hydrogen in 
interstellar space than we 
had 
t h o u g h t . ” 
The 
emissions could therefore 
alter the basic theory of the 
nature of outer space. 
A colleague, Dr. Bruce C. 
Murry of Cal Tech, said it 
was only 11 years ago that 
the first measurements of 
infrared pentetrations of the 
solar system from stellar 
space had been discovered 
and predicted the new data 
would be of tremendous 
importance.

Mr. and Mrs Howard O’Steen. Jr 
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Controls lifted for promise 


WASHINGTON <UPI> 
— In a major step toward 
lessening control of the economy, the Cost of Living Council 
(CLC) has lifted wage-price controls from the automobile 
industry in return for a promise from most car makers to 
hold the line on small car prices. 
It was by far the biggest action to date in the CLC s 
steady 
campaign 
to 
wind 
down 
the 
two-year-old 
stabilization program without kicking off a new round of 
inflation 
The move was expected to give a boost to the battered 
stock market, since performance of the auto industry has 
vast repercussions for the overall economy. 
The council’s surprise announcement Monday included an 
unusual “commitment” from the bulk of the industry that 
one of the Big Four manufacturers, Chrysler Corp., refused 
to sign. 
However, the other three - General Motors, Ford Motor 
Co. and American Motors Co.— pledged to boost retail 
prices on their 1974 model compact cars by a maximum 
$150 and not to raise vehicle prices again during the model 
year “unless forced to by unforeseen major economic 
events.” 


Ford and GM also agreed to limit increases in wholesale 
prices—what dealers pay the manufacturer for new 
cars -to no more than $150 per vehicle and AMC said it 
would hold the line at $100 
“We tried to get Chrysler Corp to make the same 
commitments the other companies did," said CLC director 
John T. Dunlop. “They decided not to do so." 
Nevertheless, Dunlop said Chrysler would share in the 
benefits of decontrol, which include freedom from profit 
margin restraints and filing lengthy quarterly reports to 
the CLC 


Chrysler Corp said it did not join the others in their 
commitment because it could not agree with the council on 
the definition of a “major economic event 
It said its cars 
would remain competitively priced. 


The energy shortage, which has precipitated a sudden 
shift to smaller cars by consumers, was a key factor in 
designing the council’s price plan. Without the small car 
ceiling, prices on economy models would likely jump far 
beyond the $150 limit since the demand is great and the 
supply scant. 


All California 
political leaders 
pay income taxes 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Unlike President Nixon, both 
of California's senators and all 43 of its congressmen pay 
California state income taxes. 
Nineteen of them said Nixon should be paying California 
taxes, too Seven said he should not. The rest either could 
not be reached or had no opinion when surveyed by UPI. 
All members of the California legislative delegation who 
could be reached and aides to the others said Monday they 
pay California income taxes and will continue to pay them. 
White House officials disclosed last weekend that Nixon 
paid no California state income taxes from 1969 through 
1972, although he lists his San Clemente home as his voting 
residence. 
They said the President was unaware 
until Friday he had not paid the state tax. Officials said 
California laws exempted him from state income taxes 
because 
his 
"domicile”—as 
distinct 
from 
voting 
residence— is in the District of Columbia. They said Nixon 
paid no D.C. income tax either, because D C. law exempts 
elected federal officials from local income tax. 
Responses from the California legislators ranged from 
Democrat Robert L. Leggett's: “I think we’ve got another 
grounds for impeachment" to Republican Andrew J. Hin- 
shaw’s opinion that the President is specifically excluded 
from California taxes. 


Hinshaw said the President’s situation is different from a 
congressman’s because state tax provisions “specifically 
state that if a person is a resident of California or is 
domiciled in California and if he is outside of the state for a 
temporary or a transitory period of time he would still be 
obligated to pay California income taxes...” He said Nixon 
doesn’t meet that definition. 


Nixon calls leaders 
to map strategy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nixon summoned 
Republican party leaders to the White House today to map 
strategy for the 1974 congressional elections and to discuss 
the impact of Watergate on potential candidates. 
The meeting was requested by GOP National Committee 
Chairman George Bush, who is gearing up for next year's 
races. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford will take part in the 
meeting along with Sen. William Brock, R-Tenn, chairman 
of the Senate Campaign Committee, and his House counter­ 
part, Rep. Bob Mitchell, 111. 
“We are laying the groundwork for the congressional 
campaign,” said a National Committee spokesman 
The meeting apparently was hastily arranged Bush was 
in Texas Monday for a fund raiser. Brock was flying in from 
Nashville today. 
This was the first party meeting in which Nixon has taken 
an active role in assessing GOP chances in the forthcoming 
elections The election will be held during a year when the 
possibility of impeachment of Nixon is being examined and 
while there is some feeling within his own party that he 
should resign. 
Brock is on record as saying that as a result of 
Watergate, the voters will be interested in looking at the 
candidate instead of the party. 


Air West probe continues 


LAS VEGAS (UPI) - A federal grand jury probe into the 
Howard Hughes acquisition of AirWest Airlines resumed 
Monday as government attorneys appeared to be pushing to 
complete the investigation by the end of the year. 
The investigation here is linked with a Securities and 
Exchange Commission investigation into whether any stock 
manipulation, fraud or conspiracy occurred in the transac­ 
tion. 
Hughes first offered to buy Airwest in 1968 and said $22 a 
share would be paid stockholders if the net worth of the 
airline stayed above the $16 million mark. Some stockhold­ 
ers said they received only $8 to $10 a share and alleged 
there was a deliberate effort to force the net worth of the 
airline downward. 
U.S. attorney for Nevada De Voe Heaton and SEC 
attorney William Turner represented the government in 
presenting the case to the grand jury. Turner has been 
taking sworn statements from individuals on the West 
Coast for several months in connection with the SEC probe.

Mr. and Mrs. Howard O’Steen, Jr 
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Controls lifted for promise 


WASHINGTON (tJPI> 
— In a major step toward 
lessening control of the economy, the Cost of Living Council 
(CLC) has lifted wage-price controls from the automobile 
industry in return for a promise from most car makers to 
hold the line on small car prices. 
It was by far the biggest action to date in the CLC s 
steady 
campaign 
to 
wind 
down 
the 
two-year-old 
stabilization program without kicking off a new round of 
inflation 
The move was expected to give a boost to the battered 
stock market, since performance of the auto industry has 
vast repercussions for the overall economy. 
The council’s surprise announcement Monday included an 
unusual “ commitment” from the bulk of the industry that 
one of the Big Four manufacturers, Chrysler Corp., refused 
to sign. 
However, the other three — General Motors, Ford Motor 
Co. and American Motors Co.— pledged to boost retail 
prices on their 1974 model compact cars by a maximum 
$150 and not to raise vehicle prices again during the model 
year “ unless forced to by unforeseen major economic 
events.” 


Ford and GM also agreed to limit increases in wholesale 
prices—what dealers pay the manufacturer for new 
c a rs-to no more than $150 per vehicle and AMC said it 
would hold the line at $100 
“ We tried to get Chrysler Corp to make the same 
commitments the other companies did,” said CLC director 
John T. Dunlop. “ They decided not to do so.” 
Nevertheless, Dunlop said Chrysler would share in the 
benefits of decontrol, which include freedom from profit 
margin restraints and filing lengthy quarterly reports to 
the CLC 


Chrysler Corp. said it did not join the others in their 
commitment because it could not agree with the council on 
the definition of a “ major economic event." It said its cars 
would remain competitively priced 


The energy shortage, which has precipitated a sudden 
shift to smaller cars by consumers, was a key factor in 
designing the council’s price plan. Without the small car 
ceiling, prices on economy models would likely jump far 
beyond the $150 limit since the demand is great and the 
supply scant. 


All California 
political leaders 
pay income taxes 


WASHINGTON (U PD —Unlike President Nixon, both 
of California’s senators and all 43 of its congressmen pay 
California state income taxes. 
Nineteen of them said Nixon should be paying California 
taxes, too Seven said he should not. The rest either could 
not be reached or had no opinion when surveyed by UPI. 
All members of the California legislative delegation who 
could be reached and aides to the others said Monday they 
pay California income taxes and will continue to pay them 
White House officials disclosed last weekend that Nixon 
paid no California state income taxes from 1969 through 
1972. although he lists his San Clemente home as his voting 
residence. 
They said the President was unaware 
until Friday he had not paid the state tax. Officials said 
California laws exempted him from state income taxes 
because 
his 
“ domicile” —as 
distinct 
from 
voting 
residence— is in the District of Columbia. They said Nixon 
paid no D.C. income tax either, because D C. law exempts 
elected federal officials from local income tax. 
Responses from the California legislators ranged from 
Democrat Robert L. Leggett's: “ 1 think we’ve got another 
grounds for impeachment” to Republican Andrew J. Hin- 
shaw’s opinion that the President is specifically excluded 
from California taxes. 


Hinshaw said the President’s situation is different from a 
congressman's because state tax provisions “ specifically 
state that if a person is a resident of California or is 
domiciled in California and if he is outside of the state for a 
temporary or a transitory period of time he would still be 
obligated to pay California income taxes...” He said Nixon 
doesn't meet that definition. 


Nixon calls leaders 
to map strategy 


WASHINGTON (UPD — President Nixon summoned 
Republican party leaders to the White House today to map 
strategy for the 1974 congressional elections and to discuss 
the impact of Watergate on potential candidates. 
The meeting was requested by GOP National Committee 
Chairman George Bush, who is gearing up for next year’s 
races. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford will take part in the 
meeting along with Sen. William Brock, R-Tenn, chairman 
of the Senate Campaign Committee, and his House counter­ 
part, Rep. Bob Mitchell, 111. 
“ We are laying the groundwork for the congressional 
campaign,” said a National Committee spokesman. 
The meeting apparently was hastily arranged. Bush was 
in Texas Monday for a fund raiser. Brock was flying in from 
Nashville today. 
This was the first party meeting in which Nixon has taken 
an active role in assessing GOP chances in the forthcoming 
elections. The election will be held during a year when the 
possibility of impeachment of Nixon is being examined and 
while there is some feeling within his own party that he 
should resign. 
Brock is on record as saying that as a result of 
Watergate, the voters will be interested in looking at the 
candidate instead of the party. 


Air West probe continues 


LAS VEGAS (U P I) - A federal grand juiy probe into the 
Howard Hughes acquisition of AirWest Airlines resumed 
Monday as government attorneys appeared to be pushing to 
complete the investigation by the end of the year. 
The investigation here is linked with a Securities and 
Exchange Commission investigation into whether any stock 
manipulation, fraud or conspiracy occurred in the transac- 


tlC>Hughes first offered to buy Airwest in 1968 and said $22 a 
share would be paid stockholders if the net worth of the 
airline stayed above the $16 million mark. Some stockhold­ 
ers said they received only $8 to $10 a share and alleged 
there was a deliberate effort to force the net worth of the 
airline downward. 
U S. attorney for Nevada De Voe Heaton and SLC 
attorney William Turner represented the government in 
presenting the case to the grand jury Turner has been 
taking sworn statements from individuals on the West 
Coast for several months in connection with the SEC probe.

bonito tasty

Wc have just got over a spell of hospital and its attendent 
evils! But we hope from now on to get the column back on a 
regular footing 
We were the recipient of a 
heart 
Pacem aker, the installation and operation of which was a 
great success, hut unfortunately an infection in one arm set 
in, thus sending us back to the hospital This has been taken 
care of, and beyond a little stiffness of the fingers, we are 
quite well and able to carry on 


Bottom Fishing has been excellent out of Port San Luis. 
Harbor Associates, who run the launching facility, report 
that lots of boats are going out daily and returning with 
near limits 
A few white sea bass have been taken but the run appears 
to have dwindled down Normally after the salmon season 
the white sea bass used to be the center of attraction, and 
this year a few showed up Nothing like it used to be. 
Bonito are hitting, and while at one tim e one could not 
give them away, we note a different attitude towards this 
scrappy m em ber of the tuna family Properly prepared, 
they are the equal of any sea fish, but they m ust be bled on 
capture, and the black meat removed before cooking them. 
This black m eat is really fat, and will leave its taste if not 
removed. 
There has not been much activity amongst the party 
boats. A few charters are going out, but during this tim e of 
year, not many custom ers show up for a day’s fishing with 
a chance of some rough w eather 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Iiocal lakes all report good trout fishing as a result of 
heavy planting About the best local bet is Lopez, which has 
been heavily stocked by the DFG with sizeable trout. The 
winter limit of five fish is now in effect, but with the change 
in the size of the planted fish that has been inaugurated by 
the departm ent, this is sufficient for anyone but the 
dedicated "m e at fishermen 
We might point out that the law is that not more than a 
limit can be possessed in any shape or form R ather hard to 


determ ine how many cans of salmon would be a limit, with 


fish running from five to 40 pounds! Just one of those laws 
apparently made to break, as it is impossible to stay within 
it. 
F reshw ater shrimp have been introduced into a south 
county trout stream to determ ine the suitability of this 
crustacean as a forage fish for trout. Fishery biologists say 
that if the experiment is successful, shrim p will be planted 
in sim ilar trout stream s. Already they have been planted in 
Lake Cachuma So far we have no report on how it has 
turned out. The freshw ater shrim p is much sm aller than 
the saltw ater, or com m ercial shrimp, and eats algae, in 
turn providing food for bass and crappie in some states. 
The fishing regulations for next year were adopted at the 
last meeting of the State Fish and Gam e Commission, and 
appear to have some sweeping changes, such as setting up 
eight new districts within the state, with homogenous 
fisheries and rules What this will do. we have not been able 
to discover, unless it is going to increase personnel and 
expenses! 
One change we note is that all coastal counties containing 
salmon and steelhead stream s would be placed under one 
general trout season. San Luis Obispo County would be the 
only local change included in the usual run of steelhead and 
salmon fisheries. 
BIGHORN SHORTAGE 
The death of a second bighorn ram on a refuge in the 
Lava Beds National Monument in Siskiyou County has sent 
DFG officials on a search for replacem ents with which to 
sustain the experimental band, now down to 16 animals. 
The second animal apparently was wounded at the sam e 
tim e another ram was shot and killed within the enclosure. 
The killings leave only an im m ature ram for eventual 
mating with seven adult ewes in the flock 


The Calif and Nevada D F G ’s have completed planting 
about 1,000 acres of fire-blackened range at Hallelujah 
Junction, the winter home of the Lassen Washoe interstate 
deer herd An estim ated 75 per cent of the w inter range was 
destroyed in a wild fire that raged over 37,000 acres in 
Lassen County and Washoe County, Nev., last August. 
A five-year contract has been aw arded to “ Virg's 
Fishing’’ to continue its sportsfishing service at William 
H earst M emorial State Beach; better known to local 
anglers as San Simeon pier. Virg has been operating from 
here ever since the area becam e a state beach in 1971. 
"V irg’s Fishin!” was the higher of two bidders and will pay 
at the rate of nine per cent of the first $100,000 annual gross 
receipts and 12 per cent of the annual over $100,000. 
The concession operates five days a week, including 
weekends, except when ground swells m ake boat use 
hazardous. 
How many 
of the local anglers rem em ber the time, 
several years ago, when there was a sort of barge service, 
and the barge was towed out to sea, and left to drift down, 
then out cam e a tug and took them back again! That is, 
providing the shore gang happened to see where the barge 
was! Quite a trip, and in a way a lot of fun.

NFL: a paragon of virtue?

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
President Nixon, in Georgia 
recently on what apparently 
is the start of a comeback at­ 
tempt from his Waterhouse 
troubles, said (possibly josh­ 
ing), "maybe 1 should have a 
talk with Norm Van Brocklin 
and find out how he did it. 
The President was refer­ 
ring to Coach Van Brocklin s 
le a d e rs h ip in ta k in g the 
A tla n ta F a lco n s from a 
record of 0-3 to 6-3 at that 
time. But the way things have 
been going generally in the 
National Football League 
and the Waterhouse, perhaps 
the President would not want 
to know . Not th a t Van 
B rocklin used p erfid io u s 
methods but who can be sure 
of anything, anymore? 
For, at about the moment 
President Nixon was puffing 
up the Falcon feathers, there 
was more troublesome smoke 
risin g from his fa v o rite 
reservation: one of the Wash­ 
ington Redskins, a certain 
George Burman, was saying 
that a good portion of his 


teammates was taking illegal 
pep pills. 
George Allen, heretofore 
N ixon’s fa v o rite football 
coach, was reportedly stun­ 
ned by this charge. Possibly, 
he was joshing. It was Allen, 
a f t e r a l l , w ho b e c a m e 
notorious for m aneuvering 
draft lists, injury lists and or­ 
dering fake center snaps (as 
in the last Super Bowl). Has 
he added pep pills to his list? 
Earlier in tne season, an­ 
other distinguished member 
of the N atio n al F o o tb a ll 
League, Houston coach Sid 
Gillman, was accused of mis­ 
conduct. The league ce n ­ 
sured him for contributing to 
the delinquency of his pep- 
pill-taking players when he 
w as San Diego C h a rg e r 
coach. (This is the same man 
who, it was reported, refused 
to allow a visiting team to 
borrow his kicking tee be­ 
cause they might find out 
that this tee was bigger than 
the rules allowed.) 
More recently, the Pitts­ 
burgh Steelers accused the 
Oakland Raiders of devious 


tactics. For example, such an 
ingenuous fellow as Mean Joe 
Greene was appalled to dis­ 
cover vaseline on R aider 
linemen, the easier for him to 
slip off of them.

The most 
spectacular case was that of 
ex-Charger Houston Ridge, 
who collected $300,000 in a 
court settlement. 
Perhaps the most bally- 
hooed N F L -g o v e rn m en tal 
conflict occurred over local 
television blackouts of home 
games. Congress passed a bill 
this fall which permits home 
teams with sellouts to have 
their games viewed locally. 
The clubs fought it, thus in­ 
curring the cross-eyed wrath 
of fans who could not get a 
ticket to a home game (unless 
bequeathed one).

The mini-station plan 


The plan for better sheriff department 
protection in the Lompoc Valley area 
presently being given a test appears to be 
a good one. 
A mini-substation was put in operation 
over the past weekend in one of three 
vacant homes owned by the County in the 
fire station complex on Burton Mesa 
Boulevard. During the trial, the mini­ 
substation is merely a communication link 
to the main substation in downtown 
Lompoc with a deputy sheriff standing by. 


It has always been a problem for quick 
response from 
sheriff deputies from 
Mission Hills and Vandenberg Village 
complainants. Unless a deputy’s patrol car 
is in the area, it is very likely that the 
deputy would have to travel several miles

in order to service the complaint. In many 
instances, speed is essential in ortte to 
apprehend the law breaker. With 
substation located between the twol 
population 
centers 
of 
the 
4NRTS 
responsible area, quick response can be 
attained. 
The mini-station plan was suggested by 
Lompoc 
substation 
commander, 
Sgt. 
Richard Baldiviez, and quickly endorsed 
for the trial period by Sheriff John 
Carpenter as a result of protests from 
Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills 
residents. 
We feel that the trial run will prove that 
a speedier response to crime complaints 
will result and citizens will be better 
served. It is hoped that when the results 
are in, the suggestion will be implemented 
to its fullest. 


Letter from Agnew 


1 have a personal letter from Mr. 
Spiro Agnew, parts of which I 
reproduce 
on 
the 
confident 
assumption that I am not violating 
the bonds of our relationship. 
He writes: 
It saddens 
me that you have 
come to the usual 
hard 
conclusions 
about 
my 
resig­ 
nation. I had hoped 
that your natural, 
constructive 
cyni­ 
cism would avoid 
the 
conventional 
channel 
and 
the 
path of least re­ 
sistance. 
“It 
is 
difficult 
for 
me 
to 
objectively consider my problem; 
but I must accept the inevitable, 
rational conclusion that our system 
of justice does not always guarantee 
a fair result. In my case, the 
malicious leaks to the media, the 
blatant enticement of immunity for 
those 
inextricably 
caught, the 
political expedience which led the 
Congress to refuse me an objective 
hearing 
— 
all 
prohibited 
the 
traditional 
safeguard 
of 
a 
presumption of innocence. Perhaps 
someday I will be in a position to 
explain more fully the unusual 
confluence of events which caused 
me to take the course I did. 
“. . . . I could never request your 
assistance unless I regained your 
respect; but it is a measure of your 
(fair-mindedness! that you make 
the offer to help someone whom you 
think has fallen. I haven’t. I am just 
taking the nine-count to clear my 
head.” 
To this sad communication, I 
reply: 
1. Obviously our system of justice 
does not always guarantee a fair 
result. Obviously Mr. Agnew was 
the target of many leaks. But it is 
not 
obvious 
that 
the 
entire 
community was prejudiced against 
him on account of those leaks. He 
had himself very full access to the 
media, he availed himself of it, and 
he stressed and restressed his 
innocence. One the whole it is 
probably safe to say that when the 
crisis came, more Americans were 
convinced of his innocence (which 
after 
all 
was 
credible, 
and 
presumptive), than they were of the 
accusations against him (which 
were incredible, indeed historically 
unprecedented). 
2 The enticement of immunity is 
of course always a dangerous tool at 
the disposal of the prosecution. 
Even so there is a record of judicial 
vindications (for instance in the 
prosecution of Roy Cohn) when 
juries believed the defendant rather 


than the chief witnesses against 
him. Moreover, we are informed 
that the witnesses against Mr. 
Agnew survived lie-detection tests. 
3. 
Although 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives, according to sound 
constitutional construction, should 
have undertaken to hear the case 
against Mr. Agnew, its failure to do 
so should not, if Mr. Agnew was 
innocent, alone have doomed him to 
judicial victimization. He left his 
session with the House leaders a 
free man, with first-rate lawyers, a 
loyal 
following, 
and 
complete 
access to the press. 
4 There is no reason to suppose 
t h a t 
the 
c o n f l u e n c e 
of 
circumstances cited by Mr. Agnew 
stripped him of that presumption of 
innocence which the law indulges, 
notwithstanding the unfairness of 
the leaks. Mr. 
Agnew himself 
decided to plead guilty to a single 
charge, and to resign his office. Had 


he proceeded to trial and been found 
guilty, 
he 
might 
then 
have 
complained of the jury’s prejudice. 
But in the absence of the struggle, 
one can only conclude that Mr. 
Agnew has stripped the jury of its 
presumptive innocence against the 
charge that it is at the service of Mr. 
Agnew’s tormentors, rather than of 
justice. 
5. All of which having been said, I 
add this: I can conceive of a 
confluence of events which would 
have resulted in the martyrization 
— a term I use carefully — of Mr. 
Agnew. If Mr. Agnew is ever finally 
free to describe those events, many 
of us are eager to listen to them. But 
until that time, he should not 
conceive 
it 
plausible 
that 
his 
friends, who have only the known 
events to judge from, should reach 
other than the conclusions that 
reason dictates.

Dead house 


Late last Tuesday afternoon, dark 
and cloudy and the day ending, 
seemed an appropriate time to see 
Glenn Cooper’s dead house. 


Really it’s not his house He called 
me a few weeks earlier to tell about 
the place and offer himself as a 
guide. Maybe it would fit in with 
other features I’ve written on early 
Lompoc Valley architecture, we 
agreed. 
Glenn and his small family live 
out on Highway 246, near Campbell 
Rd. The Coopers are building a 
house on a hill (while residing in a 
trailer) and we were going to 
investigate a lived-out one. 
Young son Paul and I were 
waiting for Glenn at the trailer 
when he got off work. The red­ 
headed father looks a lot like singer 
Jerry Lee Lewis, only much more 
polite acting, 1 thought after we 
shook hands. 
The three of us piled in my 
Datsun, drove across the highway, 
down a forsaken county dirt road. 
We turned on to another dirt road 
and approached a pocket of hills and 
an open inclining field. 
“The house is hidden in those 
trees up there,” Glenn pointed out. 


As we drew closer, I observed a 
faded, 
abandoned 
house. 
No 
windows or frames. No front door. 
Holes through the walls and roof 


Below the porch a demolished 
piano rested upside down on the 
ground. 
Except for its declined condition, 
the house resembled other old large 
houses in Lompoc. Glenn said he 
didn’t know who owns the building 
or the property it’s built on or who 
had lived in the spent house. I said I 
would check it out with the Lompoc 
Historical Society, which I’ve yet to 
do. 
“When we first came here three 
years ago that piano was in good 
shape, not restorable shape, but you 
could play a tune by plucking the 
cords,” Glenn said as we stepped 
through the front doorway. 


Everything was in shambles. 
Walls had been knocked out. Holes 
in the ceiling exposed the rafter 
Paper, rags, broken chairs, and 
filthy 
mattresses 
were 
spewed 
about. 
Glenn figured the house had once 
been a rich home, built around 1894, 
judging from the Oct. 25, 1894 


edition of the Ogensburg Advance 
and 
St. 
Lawrence 
Weekly 
Democrat 
pasted 
behind 
the 
ragged 
yet 
expensive 
looking 
wallpaper. The wood ceiling was 
done in a fine finish 


From magazines and copies of the 
Lompoc Record dated 1956 found in 
the attic, we concluded the last 
residents probably moved out about 
then. 


Whoever lived here, lived without 
electricity or central beating, it was 
obvious Meaning no T.V., radio, 
etc I tried to imagine how it was. 
After all, we may be living like 
that if the present energy crisis gets 
any more real. 
I asked Glenn what he thinks will 
happen to this old place. He assured 
me that it would continue to be 
destroyed by vandals. 
“There may not be any historical 
value to it,” he conceded “If there 
is, maybe the historical society may 
be interested.” 


From the porch, one sees a long 
sloping field and hills, distant and 
near. Its former residents had 
beautiful sundowns and handmade 
music, if no electricity.

Department 
experiment with the mini-substation 
in Vandenberg Village continued 
this week with some interesting and 
some amusing aspects. An example 
of the latter is the story that when 
the Sheriff’s dispatcher calls the on- 
duty deputy in the wee hours of the 
morning or late at night the 
telephone which is rigged to a horn ( 
system on the roof, wakes up the 
county firemen too. 
Of 
course 
the 
mini-substation 
is 
located 
in 
the 
county fire depart­ 
ment complex and 
in one of the houses 
formerly occupied 
by 
county 
fire 
personnel. 
The 
telephone setup was 
designed 
to 
call 
firemen to fight a 
fire. In 
time if the mini-substation becomes 
permanent, a separate telephone 
will be installed for the deputies, 
one that would be less noisy. 
In the meantime, Sgt. Richard 
Baldiviez 
continued 
to 
collect 
experience data this week for the 
innovation he proposed and Sheriff 
John W. Carpenter seized upon a 
week ago. Carpenter was to have 
addressed the Monday noon meeting 
of the Lompoc Farm Bureau, 
presumably to allay fears that the 
location 
of 
the 
mini-subetatioa 
would increase response time to 
outlying areas, particularly ii the 
Jalama Road area, aid anas 
generally south of the City M 
Lompoc. 
Actually according to the plan 
being worked out by Baldivies, the 
patrol deputies will be on the move 
much of the time anyway and not in 
the station. And during daylight 
hours when the deputies normally 
are 
investigating 
incidents 
in 
Vandenberg Village and Mission 
Hills, they are nearer the point of 
the investigation than they would be 


in the Lompoc Substation.
